General Personnel of Grandjuries for 
Next Four Years Will Be 
Determined. 


DEMOCRATIC CHARGES DENIED 


Allegations of Politics in Selection of 
Juries Are Branded as Untrue by 
a Democratic Circuit Jurist. 


The eleven judges of the St. Louts circuit 
court, three of whom are Republicans and 
¢ight Democrats, wiil meet in general term 
Monday to make up a list of six hundred 
names from which the St. Louls grandjur- 
ors of the next four years, unless changes 
are deemed advisable meantime, will be 
eelected. 

It has been stated by Mr. Hawes and 
other political leaders that 90 per cent of 
those on the present grandjury roster are 
Republicans, and that in some instances 
the grandjury has not contained a Demo- 
cratic member. 

This, the Democratic leaders say, has 
tended to make the grandjury at times un- 
consciously biased. 

At the jury commissioner's office no rec- 
ord is kept of the political faith of any 
person eligible for jury service, and no one 
in official authority will venture to confirm 
the assertions of the Jefferson Club presi- 

ent. 
yo of the Democratic pone judges 
discredits this representation, although he 
says it may be true there are not s0 
many Democrats as Republicans on the 
present list. t 

The available grandjurors are selected 
ftom the general jury list, which now con- 
tains 45.00 names. Each judge presents 
about 100 names, and when the total num- 
ber exceeds 609, the judges sitting as a 
body bring the roster within the Iimit 
which is fixed by statute. 

In St. Louis five grandjuries sit during 


the year. 

Thus in four years 240 men, or not quite 
one-halfofthe entire roster, would have 
served. 

The method of selection is so arranged 
that no person will sit twice on a grand- 
jury during these four years. 

When the grandjury is called the 
judges in general term are notified. 

The prcetetne judge designates two of 
his colleagues who wait on the jury com- 
missioner to inform him of the court's 
order. The commissioner thereupon 
places every name on a slip and all are 
thrown into a wheel which is revolved 
several times. Then the commissioner 
picks out the slips, one at a time, and 
the two judges made memoranda of the 
names, there generally being a venire of 
40 chosen at one time. 

Of this 40 the judge having charge of 
the jury selects twelve men and appoints 
the foreman. The names of those who 
do not serve are replaced in the box. 

Judge McDonald is now the presiding 
officer of the St. Louis circuit.

Relatives of Rich Man Feared Body 
Might Be Stolen to Get 
Reward. :

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 2%.—Bronson 
B. Tuttle, a wealthy retired iron master 
who lived all his life in Naugatuck, Conn., 
was buried there on Tuesday in a steel 
casket that is not only said to be “burglar 
proof’ but so constructed that it cannot be 
opened without the use of dynamite. A 
man in a tent close to the grave keeps vigil 
night and day. 

So far as those who knew Mr. Tuttle 
intimately in life knew he was not afraid 
of ghosts, nor is any reason known why 
the family should fear that the grave m'‘ght 
be opened. The opinion generally is, how- 
ever, that the family fears that some one 
might trouble the dead in hope of obtain- 
ing a reward for the return of the body. 
Mr. Tuttle was 76 years old when he died 
of a paralytic stroke. He was the ploneer 
iron man in the Naugatuck region and had 
amassed a considerable fortune when ‘The 
ret'red a few years ago. 

The coffin was of the conventional pat- 
tern and costly. It was placed in a steel 
vault or box weighing 600 pounds and so 
constructed that no screws, bolts or rivets 
are on the outside. 

The lid is held down by twelve automatic 
bars and springs on the Inside, of such con- 
struction that when the lid was pressed 
down the whole box became hermetically 
sealed. It cannot be opened with drills or 
tools unless some powerful explosive be 
introduced through drilled holes. 

To saw off the automatic locking devices 


one who knows their location would need to 
work several days, it is said. The slight 
line of juncture, between the sides and the 
lid is obliterated by the use of steel cement 
carefully applied. 

The grave was covered over several feet 
with costly floral emblems, and 1s is to 
guard these from thieves that the men 
sleeps in the tent at night, according to a 
statement made tonight by an undertaker.

BOSTON, Sept. 25.—Unless either the 
management or the players of the Boston

The suit was begun as the result or 
Charles Bobb'’s refusal, after his second 
marriage to make an accounting to the 
ciildren of his first wife according to the 
terms of a trust agreement in which he 
was named aa trustee for the benefit of 
the children of an estate which he anc his 
first wife had accumulated. 

In June, 1878 Charlies Bobb was removed 
ae trustee of the estate and judgment was 
given against him for the rents and profits 
of the property since the beginning of the 
receivership. month later the children 
brought suit to have other property ac-

He is now a 
middle-aged man of the medium height, 
with brown beard and hair, clear gray 
eyes and a pleasing smile.

PAUL, Sept. 25.—A petition for an 
order allowing an appeal in the case of 
the state of Minnesota against the North- 
ern Securities Co. was filed with Judge 
Lochren of the United States Circuit Court 
for this district today. 

The assignment of error filéd with the pe- 
tition in substance sets forth that the court 
erred in every finding in the decree which 
dismissed the complainant's bill of com- 
plaint.

A sweet 
Simplicity of soul and an old man’s love 
for his lifetime work are dinely revealed in 
this book. 

While it is true that Mr. Trowbridge has 
MOt attained the stature of greatness in 
Iiterature, he is, nevertheless, a figure that 
must be taken into account in a considera- 
tien of the era of Longfellow, Emerson, 
Bryant, Whittier and Holmes. It is as a 
poet that he will live, and only through a 
few minor poems, of which “The Vaga- 
bond” is the chief, but his life has been 
@o distinctiy literary, and #0 closely dst- 
Glated with those of his more famous con- 
temporaries, that he would seem to be pe- 
Cullarly fitted for the task which he has 
now just performed. 

We have £0 long contemplated Mr. Trow- 
bridge as a Boston‘an, as of the veritable 
Brahmin cult. indeed, that it comes as a 
Surprise when we are reminded that his 
Career wus begun in New York, rather 
than in Boston, then proudly spoken of as 
the “Athens of Amer'ca.” Stranger, too, 
it seems to the present gencration to _be- 
hold him first in City Hall Park; just as 
might be the case with a young writer 
mowadays, the vital heart of Gotham’'s 
newepaperdom, the very fountain head of 
the flow of printer's ink, so to speak. 
Remembering the tremendous modernity 
of this epot in the New York of the pres- 
ent, the quaint and countrified figure of 
Zohn Townsend Trowbridge thus injected 
On its canvas seems almost like an an- 
achronism. 

Also, finding the publishers discouraging- 
ly timid about accepting MSS from an 
unknown young writer, it was to a news- 
paper man that young Trowbridge turned 
for succor and stimulation~and not in 
vain. Maj. Mordecai M. Noah. the bril- 
ant and forceful Israelite. who made so 
profound an impression as a journalist, 
diplomat and man of public affairs, on the 
Wew York of his day. was then editor and 
proprietor of the “Sunday Times,’ and 
with almost miraculous kindness, consid- 
ering that the stripling Trowbridge first 
made an offering of verse to this busy 
end practical soul, Maj. Noah proceeded 
to set the aspirant on his literary feet. 
lt was a helpful act of lifelong import, 
for from that moment. phenomenal as the 
fact appears, Trowbridge prospered as a 
gtory-writer and poet, a free lance in let- 
ters, at whose door the wolf of hunger and 
Gestitution steadily failed to howl an ef- 
fective solo. Take heart, O dreamfui toil- 
ere of the pen—what has been done once 
“.gvay surely be done again! 

It seems somewhat ungrateful that, after 
having achieved a New York success, Mr. 
{Trowbridge should have been induced to 
abandon the younger literary center for 
Boston, but the Boston of that day was a 
mame to conjure with in letters—and, be- 
gides, its story papers paid the higher rates 
and took practically all that this lucky 
wrriter offered to their editors. Wherefore 
ft came about that John Townsend Trow- 
Sridge established himself in Boston, enter- 
ing in time the “sacred circle” of its lit- 
erary set, figuring as a contributor to the 
first number of The Atlantic Monthly—the 
only one of ali that group now living—and 
#0 coming in to his fullest literary inheri- 
tance under the most genial conditions. It 
was here that he did his best work, to which 
fact his five or six volumes of verse testify 
more eloquently than do his anti-slavery 
and other novels, winning a literary reputa- 
tion of satisfactory note. 

But since we of today are so prone to 
ery aloud that there was no such “sensa- 
tional advertising” of books in the “gqid- 
en age’ of American literature as now pre- 
walls, it may be salutary to contemplate 
the manner in which one of Mr. Trow-

But a a little\time ago he 
gave us “The Lieutenant-Governor,” a 
strong and vital American movel, and now, 
in “Zut, and Other Parisians’’ (Houghton, 
Miffin & Co., Boston), we find a collec- 
tion of criap, amusing and distinctive short 
stories that might well have been written 
by a Frenchman. The book is one to be 
taken up and laughed over at odd times, 
though occasionally one emcounters a 
sketch, such as “Le Pochard,” or “Papa 
Labesse,’’ for example, that calls for a 
shudder, a sigh or a tear, rather than a 
smile.

In “Caf- 
flard’’ and ‘“The Tuition of Dodo Chapuis,”’ 
the unconventional Paris 8pirit becomes 
manifest. The last story in the book, “Lit- 
tle Tapin,” is notable for a fine bit of word- 
painting, wherein the shade of the Great 
Napoleon is made to reveal to a home- 
sick drummer boy contemplating desertion 
the glories of the French army as seen in 
a review by Napoleon himself, thus firing 
the lad’s soul with loyalty to the flag.
